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Arab refugees in West Bank Jordan have been a 
problem. for 19 years. No tidy solution is in sight. 

Population figures for refugees in Jordan have never 
been more than weighted estimates subject to manipula- 
tion. Over the years the refugees themselves, with 
support from the Government of Jordan, have blocked 
attempts to conduct a reliable census. The objectivity 
of recent Israeli population figures that list fewer 
refugees than are accountable from Arab estimates , may 
also be open to question. This study will discuss elements that 
bear on the current refugee problem including: the numbers game 
of estimates, abuses of UNRWA relief, attempts to rectify relief 
rolls, and the settlement potential of West Jordan.
